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Treasure Hunting for Wisdom and Knowledge 


A Discourse on the Gifts of Wisdom and Knowledge 


(Continued from last issue) 


3. The Ways of God. The writer 
once knew a noted religious leader 
who taught the ministers and workers 
of the organization many unique and 
sometimes rather startling means of 
reaching people with the gospel. But 
over and over this leader emphasized 
one thought, until it became a part of 
the worker: “Remember always, no 
matter what means you use to get 
people to your services, or to impress 
them after you get them there, your 
ultimate aim is the salvation of lost 
souls. If you lose sight of that, you 
have lost sight of the final great pur- 
pose in all of God’s dealings with 
man.” 

So it is in knowing the WAYS of 
God; be it trials or blessings, punish- 
ments or rewards, sudden death or a 
long life and peaceful passing, the 
purpose of God in it all is man’s sal- 
vation. God thinks and acts, not in 
the terms of a man’s span of life, but 
in the terms of man’s eternal life. 
Psa. 18:30, “As for God, his way is per- 
fect: ...” Psa. 25:9b, “The meek will 
he teach his way.” 

The ways of man are based almost 
invariably upon earthly attainments 
—money, health, fame, power, etc. He 
does not consider the ways of God 
until his thoughts turn to the purpose 
of God, which is the salvation of man- 
kind. 

The ways and wisdom of man are 
deeply rooted in his materialistic 
world. If through scientific research 
he learns a little of the great laws of 
God, he too often applies them to at- 
tain his materialistic plan of greed, 
ambition, selfishness, pleasure, and 
power. Satan’s wisdom and power is 
freely given to man to organize his 
world based upon fleshly and satanic 
principles of power, ambition and 
conquest. His system is powerful, im- 
posing and flashy, with its great 
armies, air fleets, mechanized force, 
battleships, and atomic bombs. Mod- 
ern civilization appears cultural, sci- 
entific, wise and intelligent, elegant, 
and religious, but actually it is an in- 
ward seething mass of magots of in- 
ternational, commercial, and political 
rivalries, which in the end can only 
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be upheld by organized force of arms, 
directed and dominated by satanic 
principles, of hatred, bitterness, suf- 
fering and violent destruction and 
death. 

The WAYS of God are designed to 
deliver man from all of this. Through 
the Spirit of God, our Lord conquers 
the spirit of man and overcomes the 
demonic spirits that oppose man, 
eradicating Satanic principles and 
implanting in their place, by His 
Spirit, the God-given principles and 
characteristics of righteousness. Gal. 
5:19-23, “Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these; Adul- 
tery, fornication, uncleanness, las- 
civiousness, Idolatry, witchcraft, 
hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, Envyings, 
murders, drunkenness, revellings, and 
such like: of the which I tell you be- 
fore, as I have also told you in time 
past, that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 
But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, Meekness, temper- 
ance: against such there is no law.” 

Isa. 55:9, “For as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are my ways 
higher than your ways, and my 
thoughts than your thoughts.” 


II. THE WORD OF WISDOM. 
Wisdom is applied knowledge. Know- 
ledge is the plow and wisdom is the 
hand that guides the plow. Knowledge 
is the machine and wisdom is the 
hand that keeps it running smoothly 
and guides it on the right road and 
the right side of the road. Wisdom is 
what keeps the milk from souring. 
Wisdom is that which knits up the 
raveled threads of a broken life and 
makes it once more a perfect pattern. 
Growth and perfection of wisdom 
stem from the proper execution of 
knowledge. Without divine knowledge 
(knowing the Bible) I cannot have 
divine wisdom. Knowledge is mental; 
wisdom is practical: You don’t have 
to be a dictionary in order to apply 
wisdom. Knowledge knows the Spirit 
of God and of Satan. Wisdom follows 
the Spirit of God in dealings with the 
spirit of man and with evil spirits.

Wisdom milks the cow on the correct 
side. Wisdom does not put burs under 
the horse’s saddle. Since it is the 
WORD of wisdom, the wise Christian 
makes his decisions in accord with the 
Word and will of God, and not for 
political or social conveniences, nor 
for fleshly prejudices or pleasure. 

Webster’s Dictionary: “KNOW- 
LEDGE denotes acquaintance with, or 
clear perception of, facts. WISDOM is 
the capacity of judging soundly and 
dealing broadly with facts, especially 
in their practical relationship to life 
and conduct.” Applied to the Word of 
Wisdom and of Knowledge, we can 
then say, KNOWLEDGE denotes ac- 
quaintance with, or clear perception 
of, facts of the Word of God, the 
works of God and the ways of God. 
WISDOM is the capacity of judging 
soundly and dealing broadly with 
these facts, especially in their prac- 
tical relationship to life and conduct 
in spiritual realms. 

Wisdom and knowledge, like faith 
and works, form a spiritual team. One 
without the other is dead. Knowledge 
without wisdom is like a cow I had to 
milk when I was a boy. She gave a 
wonderfully large and rich pail of 
milk, but unless I watched closely, she 
delighted in raising her foot at the last 
moment and sending the milk and 
pail over the barn floor. Many a good 
Christian worker gives a wonderful 
pail of milk, when it comes to his

The writer once knew a preacher of 
super-knowledge. He was an orator of 
the highest type. I never heard a 
preacher I would rather hear preach. 
During a revival in a great church of 
several thousand members, he went 
over big. The pastor, being sick, of- 
fered him the assistant pastorate on 
a rather fabulous salary. The evan- 
gelist, thinking that he had the pastor 
in a tight spot, where there was no 
other choice, demanded two thousand 
dollars a month, presidency of the 
Bible School, and power of attorney 
over the pastor’s name, who owned 
much property. What he got was the

David was a man of prayer. For our 
own edification and instruction, many 
of his petitions are preserved in the 
Psalms. 

One of the most interesting and 
helpful is that recorded in Psalm 143: 
8-10. It is especially interesting to 
note, as we read, that seemingly 
David’s problems were similar in prin- 
ciple to ours today. 

Let us notice a few of David's peti- 
tions carefully. First, see his petition 
that the Lord will attune his ear. 

“IN THE MORNING” 

“Cause me to hear thy lovingkind- 
ness in the morning; for in thee do I 
trust,” v. 8, David entreated. 

How important we, too, find it to 
hear God “in the morning”’—in the 
forepart of each day, the beginning of 
each task or problem, in the very 
morning. of our lives foremost in all 
things. 

David declares his trust in God. To- 
day, those folks whose trust is in God 
will instinctively pray David’s prayer 
—that they may be able always to 
hear God’s voice. 

The Bible contains God’s will for us. 
If we would know that will, we may 
not neglect reading the Book. Many 
great Christians have stated that 
their best time for Bible reading and 
study was “in the morning.” 

A friend of ours, who was soundly 
converted from the old life to the new 
life in Christ Jesus, states that he is 
arising each morning a _ half-hour 
earlier than usual in order to read 
entirely through the Bible—which, he 
says, was a strange, unread Book to 
him. He was so struck by its message, 
particularly the chapters about Paul’s 
life and conversion, that he is seeking 
earnestly to know God’s will for him 
day by day. He attributes much of his 
success to early-morning Bible “hear- 
ing.” 

It is quite possible to do much Bible 
reading, but little Bible hearing. God 
has a message for His beloved deep in 
the printed text. But only by the Holy 
Spirit’s help and teaching can we 
glean that deeper truth. Early-morn- 
ing reading of the Book often makes 
the hearing easier. David was praying 
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for this ability to hear the Lord’s lov- 
ingkindness. V. 8. Where can we find 
better examples of such lovingkind- 
ness than in such passages as John 
3:16? 

Then, too, we notice that David was 
troubled or concerned about 


THE WAY WHEREIN TO WALK 
each day. “Hearing God’s lovingkind- 
ness” came first with David. Next 
came the day’s duties. It is much the 
same now. We find many “ways” in 
which to walk daily. There are var- 
ious “gates” leading to these ways. 
Some gates are “straight” and some 
are “wide”; some ways are “broad” 
and others “narrow.” Matt. 7:13. 

Some ways are crowded with traffic 
and some are almost deserted save by 
a few travelers. But the final destina- 
tion of these two ways is very differ- 
ent. David desired to arrive at the 
proper terminal. Later, Jesus advised: 
“Enter ye in at the strait gate: for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat: Because 
strait (narrow) is the gate, and nar- 
row (straightened) is the,way, which 
leadeth unto life, and few there be 
that find it,” Matt. 7:13, 14. 

David was eager to know the way 
wherein he should walk, the correct 
way which would lead him to the de- 
sired haven, finally. In another Psalm 
he declares that “For the Lord know- 
eth the way of the righteous,” Psa. 
1:6a. With God there is no doubting. 
His leading is always right, sure. 
“Search me, O God, and know my 
heart: try me, and know my thoughts: 
And see if there be any wicked way in 
me, and lead me in the way everlast- 
ing,” Psa. 139:23,24. “When a man’s 
ways please the Lord, he maketh even 
his enemies to be at peace with him,” 
Prov. 16:7. Yes, the matter of walking 
in the right way, daily, momentarily, 
on the proper highway, toward the 
heavenly city, IS important! We can 
profit by repeating daily David’s peti- 
tion regarding thig matter, “Cause me 
to know the ways wherein I should 
walk!” 

Did David just ask this, and then 
do nothing else? No. He adds these 
significant words, “For I lift up my 
soul unto thee,” v. 8. Do we do as

much? Do we lift up our souls to Him, 
when we are in doubt about some- 
thing, when the way is uncertain, 
when an important decision has to be 
made? Or do we merely “guess at it,” 
and then follow one way or another, 
sometimes to our detriment? David 
may have meant “intense prayer” in 
his expression here—the feeling of 
“lifting up” the soul, reaching, toward 
God with an intense desire for help 
and guidance; imploringly, earnestly, 
refusing to go away without an an- 
swer. That sort of prayer is seldom 
denied by the Father. 
“Deliver Me” 

was David’s next request. “Deliver me, 
O Lord, from mine enemies: I flee 
unto Thee to hide me,” Psa. 143:9. 
Now we may be thinking of David as 
captain of a band of men who were 
hunted for their very lives. Surely, 
we say, David had good reason to pray 
thus—but why should we need to pray 
his prayer today? Very likely no 
deadly foes are on our trail at this 
moment, even though, recently, many 
Christians in Service may have had 
cause to pray under circumstances 
very like David’s! 

However, a Christian has enemies— 
including one very vicious, crafty, 
shrewd, powerful one—Satan. He is 
the enemy of the soul. True, many 
modernists laugh at the idea; they 
claim there is no personal devil; that 
Satan is but the figment of supersti- 
tious persons’ imaginations. However, 
they do not know God’s Book, or do 
not believe His message. No Bible- 
taught Christian can say such things. 
He knows that Satan is much alive, 
exceedingly active, industrious, dead- 
ly. He is more powerful far than even 
his most fierce agents on earth—and 
they are legion today. He is able not 
only to harm the body but to bring 
havoc to the soul and spirit of man 
as well—if we are off guard for a 
moment, and lack the protection of 
the Lord Jesus. He is the only One 
of whom Satan is afraid. 

Thus, we readily see that this por- 
tion of David’s petition is suited to the 
needs of us all, even though no hu- 
man killers are on our trail at this 
time. “Deliver us from evil,” we pray

Thus comes the call ringing over 
the world today—Christ calling the 
youth of our land into His service. 
Many are accepting and joining God’s 
great army, but, alas, too many are 
not heeding the call! 

No one believes in young people as 
much as does Jesus Christ. He chal- 
lenges them to be something in the 
world and do something for the world.

11:9, “Rejoice, O young man, 
in thy youth; and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, and 
walk in the ways of thine heart, and 
in the sight of thine eyes: but know 
thou, that for all these things God 
will bring thee into judgment.” Heed 
this warning before it is too late. God 
needs young people to work for Him. 
The finest young men and women I 
have ever been privileged to meet 
were ministers of God, happy, know- 
ing they had answered the call of God. 

God’s purposes and destiny for us 
are far higher than our own. If we 
let Him control our lives we can ful- 
fill that destiny. He has a perfect plan 
for every life and the greatest thing 
we can do is to find that plan by 
yielding our lives to Him and with 
His help do what we feel like He 
wants us to do. 

It is strange how any boy or girl 
should feel he or she is too young to 
trust in the Savior. Do you think Je- 
sus died just for old people, or the 
Holy Bible was written just for old 
men and women? No, it was written 
just as much for you and me as it 
was for them, and Jesus died for you 
just like He died for them. Jesus was 
young when He was here on earth. He 
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is the greatest Friend of youth today. 
He needs you and me to be laborers 
with Him in building His kingdom.

Text: Luke 23:33, “And when they 
were come to the place, which is called 
Calvary, there they crucified him, and 
the malefactors, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left.” 


In this text, we have before us three 
characters speaking of three differ- 
ent things. On the left hand, we have 
one of the malefactors typifying the 
dying of the law, a man dying in 
sin. On the right hand, we see the 
other malefactor picturing the ush- 
ering in of grace, a man dying to sin. 
And the Middle Man tells us of a 
man dying for sin. Thus, we have a 
man dying in sin, or a dying sinner; 
one dying to sin, or a dying saint; 
and One dying for sin, or a dying 
Savior. 

THE MIDDLE CROSS 

Before this earth was wrapped in 
swaddling clothes of light, before the 
mountains and hills were established, 
before the fountains ever gushed forth 
their liquid blessings, before any ray 
of light like a flaming archangel ever 
sped forth across the uncharted deep 
to light the continents of darkness, 
this Middle Man was with His Father. 

Proverbs 8:23-30, “I was set up from 
everlasting, from the beginning, or 
ever the earth was. When there were 
no depths, I was brought forth; when 
there were no fountains abounding 
with water. Before the mountains 
were settled, before the hills was I 
brought forth: While as yet he had 
not made the earth, nor the fields, 
nor the highest part of the dust of 
the world. When he prepared the 
heavens, I was there: when he set 
a compass upon the face of the depth: 
When he established the clouds 

. above: when he strengthened the 
fountains of the deep: When he gave 
to the sea his decree, that the waters 
should not pass his commandment: 
When he appointed the foundations 
of the earth: Then I was by him, as 
one brought forth up with him: and 
I was daily his delight, rejoicing al- 
ways before him.” 

Jesus left this heavenly bliss when 
everything had failed to redeem fall- 
en and dying humanity.

@ gry mob that thronged around the 
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cross. From the place where the river 
of life flows, Jesus came to a world 
that was in the current and cesspool 
of death. Looking closer at the middle 
cross, we see the sins from the ages 
passed until a time when there'll be 
no sin, all of the iniquity of a Christ- 
rejecting world placed upon Him. Isa- 
iah tells us that God hath laid on 
Him the iniquity of us all. 


THE THIEF ON THE RIGHT 

Here we see the cross of reception. 
When everything had failed him—his 
education, his riches, his parents, the 
wise men of the land; when the last 
embers of a dying flame had almost 
gone out, the thief looked on the Mid- 
dle Man and said, “Lord, remember 
me.” The thief saw there One hang- 
ing like himself, perhaps on the same 
kind of cross; but he looked beyond 
that. He saw the real thing that was 
worth-while—a Savior, and this Sav- 
ior, amid the babbling voices around 
Him in the midst of His suffering, 
when the agony was at its climax, 





takes time out to say, “Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” He al- 
ways found time to help those in need. 


THE CROSS OF REJECTION 
On the left hand, let us hear the 
thief as he railed on him, and said, 
“If thou be Christ, save thyself and 
us.” He wanted the Christ without the 
cross, a bloodless cult, a bloodless re- 
ligion. The modernists say we preach 
Christ the beautiful, Christ the ethi- 
cal; but Paul said, “We preach Christ 
and him crucified.” Paul said, “But 
God forbid that I should glory save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified unto me, 
and I unto the world.” Gal. 6:14. 
There, while the lamp of mercy 
burned at arm’s length, the dying 
thief on the left failed to accept Him. 
He was as close as the other but 
failed to look to the Middle Man. 
When the world turns its back up- 
on us, when earthly friends can’t help, 
when the shades of the dark valley 
loom before us and the river of death 
has to be crossed, He that stilled the 
tempest, cleansed the leper, un- 
stopped the deaf ears, made the blind 
eyes to see and raised the dead, His 
presence will be there for those who 
have accepted the Middle Man.

The text says, Jesus the same YES-

The 
pastor bought a lot and Brother Bar- 
ker, Brother Paul Barker, Brother 
Allen, and Mr. Taylor set to work to 
build a church. Our Sunday School 
started with nineteen and now we 
have sixty-seven, and are still grow- 
ing. Now we have thirty-six members 
and we praise God for the wonderful 
way in which he has blessed in pro- 
viding this church. We thank our 
friends in St. Joseph for their dona- 
tions to help build this church, and 
we do appreciate our brothers and sis- 
ters in Christ. Rev. and Sister G. R. 
Watson have been wonderful and we

gate! He had great knowledge, but no 
wisdom. He killed the goose that lay 
the golden eggs, and got nothing. Let 
us make a few: practical applications 
of wisdom and knowledge as these in- 
valuable gifts touch our everyday 

Christian experience. 

1. The gifts of wisdom and know- 
ledge and the lay member of the 
Church. Since “Life and conduct,” as 
it touches the Christian, pertains to 
his spiritual walk, he should first seek 
to know the laws of God which govern 
that life, fixing God’s laws and com- 
mandments as his rule of conduct, 
and to which he will yield obedience; 
bringing his will and affections, his 
heart as well as his head, in loving 
submission to these laws. 

To make the Christian life one of 
easy, joyous liberty in Christ, rather 
than a hard, sanctimonious, long- 
faced trail of “thou shalt nots,” which 
much of the time is either going into 
a mud hole, or just dragging out of 
one, he should know, seek after, and 
obtain those glorious promises of the 
Lord to sanctify, baptize with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire, and to make his 
life rich in faith, spiritual gifts, and 
fruits of the Spirit. 

The Word of Knowledge dictates 
faithfulness in his relationship to his 
church. In attendance, in tithing and 
giving, in active cooperation with its 
spiritual and material activities. Some 
churches are built in the middle of 
cemetaries because their members 
are all dead. He is not in the Church 
for a free ride to glory, all meals 
served in bed; he is there for active 
fellowship, seeking “that ye may excel 
to the edifying of the church,” 1 Cor. 
14:12. 

His relationship to his fellow church 
members. He is not a member of the 
Veterans of the Revolution (who have 
been quite successful in the overthrow 
of past pastors) nor of the Black 
Hand Society, which continuously 
threatens the death of the church 
unless his dictates are obeyed; nor of 
the Spit and Argue Club, which can 
argue all day over nothing, and to no 
avail; nor is he a fifth columnist, 
who goes about knifing his fellow 
member and destroying the very body 
of which he is a part. No! He is a liv- 
ing, vital, active, member and part of 
the body of Christ, the Church, and 
the same blood which flows through 
his body and cleanses it, flows also 
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through the bodies of his fellow Chris- 
tians, even the blood of Jesus. “For by 
one Spirit are we all baptized into one 
body .. . and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit. That there may 
be no schism (division or separation, 
seeking to produce division in the 
Church) in the body, but that the 
members should have the same care 
one for another. And whether one 
member suffer, all members suffer 
with it (not criticize or condemn) or 
one member be honored, all the mem- 
bers rejoice with it (not be catty and 
jealous). Now ye are the body of 
Christ and members in particular,” 
1 Cor. 12:13, 25-27. 

He will recognize the fact that a 
flower grows beautiful from within, 
as its surroundings are congenial, its 
ground well cultivated and kept, and 
its enemies, which destroy, kept away; 
and that the Christian puts on proper 
and attractive outward adornment as 
he is nourished and protected in his 
spiritual life, his surroundings being 
kept sweet and congenial, not criti- 
cal and destructive. 

His relationship to his family and 
the world. He is not a holy monk or 
nun, set apart from contact with 
family and unsaved friends. Nor is he 
a machine gun nest of criticism, set 
up to blast down everything and 
everyone who does not conform to his 
idea of sanctity. He is an ambassador 
of Christ, showing first of all, love, 
then understanding, compassion, 
mercy, happy (not sour), long-suffer- 
ing and patience. Some Christians act 
as if they lived in a sour pickle fac- 
tory and subsist on a diet of lemons 
and green persimmons. Then they 
wonder why their family and friends 
do not accept their sweet and wonder- 
ful Savior. The unsaved wonder, 
“Saved from what?” 

We do not find the scathing words 
of our Master directed against the 
confessed sinner, but against the pre- 
tentious hypocrites who claimed so 
much and had so little. Amongst the 
unsaved our life usually preaches with 
greater effect than our words. The 
sinner is a sinner and cannot be ex- 
pected to pretend to our standards of 
righteousness. The best way to get 
unhealthy sweets away from a child, 
without a scene, is to offer it some- 
thing more attractive; then he will 
gladly relinquish the one to get the 
other. And when we show by our hap- 
py and good lives just how wonderful 
this Christ is, our unsaved loved ones 
and friends will more gladly relin- 


quish their former sweets to obtain 


this pearl of great price.

as we repeat the words of Jesus, Matt. 

6:9-13, known as the “Lord’s Prayer.” 

And well could we add, “from the evil 

one!” 

David declares, “I flee unto thee to 
hide me.” That is a splendid place to 
flee. So often men and women forget 
to “flee unto God” in their time of 
trouble. It is so easy to flee rather to 
some friend for comfort and advice; 
and we do not always take the time 
to select a Christian friend either! Or 
we may make the mistake of choosing 
to “keep our troubles to ourselves,” 
failing to share them with the Lord. 
Sometimes we “trust our own best 
judgment,” and discover too late our 
error. 

Not only is it wise to flee unto God 
when in trouble. There are some other 
things mentioned in God’s Book from 
which the Christian is clearly com- 
manded to flee: 

Idolatry is one. “Wherefore, my 
dearly beloved, flee from idolatry,” 
1 Cor. 10:14. 

The unclean thing is another. 
“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you,” 2 Cor. 
6:17. 

The love of money and its attend- 
ant sorrows is mentioned, 1 Tim. 6:10, 
and the man of God is directed to flee 
from such things, 1 Tim. 6:11, and to 
follow rather after “righteousness, 
godliness, faith, love, patience, meek- 
ness.” 

“Youthful lusts.” “Flee also youth- 
ful lusts,” 2 Tim. 2:22. Encouragingly, 
however, we are told that if we resist 
the devil, he will flee from us! James 
4:7. 

“TEACH ME TO DO THY WILL” 


“Teach me to do thy will; for thou 
art my God: thy spirit is good,” Psa. 
143:10, is David’s next request. 

Doing God’s will for his life is one 
of the true Christian’s chief aims and 
desires. But Satan does his best to 
make the Christian forget about this 
desire. Sometimes it is so easy to do 
“the thing we think best’”—and forget 
all about asking for God’s will to be 
made clear! Evidently, David realized 
this, and asked God to teach him to 
do His will. We may well repeat this 
prayer with-much earnestness today. 


THE LAND OF UPRIGHTNESS 
is the place to which David prayed the 
Lord would lead him. What a desir- 
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able destination! Do we wish to go 
there also? Or does this world and its 
worldly pursuits and pleasures seem 
more desirable? Satan, the “god of 
this world,” tries to dazzle our spirit- 
ual sight with his false promises of 
pleasure and prosperity. He seeks to 
keep our desires carnal instead of 
spiritual. We need to pray earnestly 
to be drawn, led, attracted to the land 
of uprightness! 

Yes, David’s prayer in Psalm 143 is 
very old—yet ever new, always appro- 
priate for a Christian to utter in sin- 
cerity. Let us read it again, and make 
it our own petition.
